S a n F rancisco, August 11th.—Henry

THE POLITICAL SITUATION. 
The Yosemite or Buckley Democrats 
scored a point against the defiant Manhat- 
tans Wednesday night, by getting the Demo­ 
cratic State Central Committee to issue a 
ukase, directing both rival factions to cease 
their bickering, and declaring all nominations 
off. This ukase of the central organization 
raised a breeze the evening it was issued, and 
the breeze has increased to a regular tornado 
to-day. The Manhattana are extremely loud 
in their denunciations of the act of the Cen­ 
tral Committee, and say emphatically they 
will not obey the dictum. They claim that 
only eleven of the State Committee were 
present when the manifesto was decided 
upon, and that Buckley’s County Committee 
were called in to the councils of that com­ 
mittee, aad that the order ¡s ued was from 
the Yosemite 
leader 
himself. 
Upon 
the receipt of the State Committee’s 
order Wednesday evening the Yosemite 
Convention adopted it and adjourned 
till Friday night,’ to see what the Manhat- 
tans would do. In a conversation with one 
of the leaders of the Manhattans to-day, tbe 
IU cord-Union reporter was told that that 
body would accept of no compromise except 
a convention to be composed of equal num­ 
bers from the two branches of the Demo­ 
cratic party, and an agreed number of ap­ 
pointees of the State Central Committee, 
the whole to make a Democratic Municipal 
Nominating Convention. He stated that his 
fellow delegates were willing to be defeated 
rather than be under the dominion of the 
Buckley crowd. The Manhattan leaders held 
a meeting this afternoon to take the situation 
under consideration. 
They were close­ 
mouthed about the result of their delibera­ 
tion, but it leaked out that they resolved to 
maintain their present stand unless the other 
side came to their terms. 
A member of the State Central Commit­ 
tee said this morniDg that the committee, 
though not yet agreed upon its line of action, 
would appoint a convention of probably one 
hundred and fifty delegates—fifty from the 
Yosemites, a like number from the Manhat­ 
tans, and the other fifty to be selected from 
the party at large and the Workingmen of 
Democratic proclivities. 
STILL IN STATU QCO. 
The Manhattan Convention to-night 
adopted resolutions postponing action on the 
State Central Committee's order to suspend 
operations until to-morrow night, to see what 
the Yosemites do. The Democratic powers 
hold a Convention to-morrow afternoon to 
consult, when a definite plan of consolidation 
will be adopted. A Dew nominating Con­ 
vention will be held on Monday next. 
CHINAMAN ACCIDEXTALLÍ KILLED. 
It was reported in town to-day that this 
morning a Chinaman was accidentally shot 
at W. T. Coleman’s ranch, near San Kafael, 
by a party who were out hunting deer. An 
animal had been started up and several shots 
were fired at him, one of which hit a China­ 
man who was working on a road in the vi­ 
cinity, killing him. Among the party were 
W. Barnes, .Jack Gannon, Sheriff Mason, of 
Marin county, and a Spaniard known as 
Barney. 
SUDDEN DEATHS. 
Albert Wilkie, a native cf Germany, 37 
years of age and a baker by occupation, died 
suddenly at half-past I o’clock this morning 
at his residence, No. 340 Third street, from 
the effects of an overdose of chloral hydrate. 
He had been troubled with palpitation of the 
heart and sleeplessness, and was in the habit 
of taking opiates to quiet his nerves. This 
morning when he took some of the medicine 
his wife suggested that the dose was too large, 
and ten minutes afterwards fee died. 
Alonzo Chevelier, otherwise known as Jas. 
Taylor, employed by Sullivan & Bowes as a 
weigher of hay on Waahington-street wharf, 
was taken ill shortly after 11 o’clock this 
morniDg in front of Ellis & Miller’s hay and 
grain store, on Spear street, and in a few mo­ 
ment's after died. Heart disease is the sup­ 
posed cause of death.

Charles D. Newman had n hearing before 
Judge Rix, upon a charge of grand larceny, 
aud was held to answer before the Superior 
Court. The testimony offered went to show 
that the accused, over six months ago, left 
the office of a physician where he had been 
employed, with only §105 coining to him. 
During the past six months he did not earn 
any money, but kept company witli A. Knp- 
penstein, a friend, dined at his expense, slept 
in his room, and by his invitatien accom­ 
panied him to place) of amusement. One 
night last month, Newman went to Kuppen- 
stein’s room to pass the night, but only re­ 
mained until 2 in the morning, when he 
suddenly disappeared, without giving notice 
that he was going away. On the following 
morning KuppeDetein missed §55 and a gold 
ring. The same day Newman, who claimed 
that he had but §25 in the world, made a 
young lady a present of §20 to purchase 
something for her birthday. 
That even­ 
ing he was arrested, and after stating that 
if Kuppenstein would “ keep the thing out 
of the papers,” he would restore the property, 
he went out with an officer, but returned 
only §20, the same money he had given to 
the young lady as a present. 
In the Mint investigation, Superintendent 
Dodge asked the privilege of explaining his 
testimony in regard to Mr. Page’s political 
partners. He desired to ‘•ay that none of the 
gentlemen mentioned as Page’s political part­ 
ners had solicited patronage from him, 
neither had Governor Low asked for any ap­ 
pointment. 
Mr. Blanchard asked: “ I wish you would 
explain the animus which prompted you to 
lag in tbe names of a number of gentlemen 
whom you called Mr. Page’s political part­ 
ners?” 
Mr. Dodge—If the Commission want any 
more testimony on that head 1 will give it. 
Mr. Page—I want Mr. Dodge to say what 
year it was I was reported as being scalp- 
h no ting. 
After that. Director of United States 
Mints, Burcbard, testified that his critical 
examination of the ¡óan Francisco Mint had 
resulted in dissatisfaction with some minor 
details of the management of Superintendent 
Dodge, but the general management had been 
satisfactory. The loss (wastage) complained 
of so much by the prosecution, was undoubt­ 
edly due to the reception of base metal for 
ingots. Such reception, however, he under­ 
stood to he authorized by the law as it now 
reads. Since this investigation began he had 
become convinced that the law should he 
changed so as to limit the class of silver bull­ 
ion to be purchased by the Government. 
The law would have to be corrected before the 
evil complained of could be remedied. The 
Director of Mints then proceeded to read 
tables of comparative expenses, condem­ 
nation of ingots, proportions of clip­ 
pings, percentages of loss, wastages, melt­ 
ings, assays, and many other useful facts 
and figures. Getting warmed up, Mr. 
Burchard tlieu launched an overwhelming 
mass of computations, including estimates, 
both speculative and positive, of what the 
expense of reworking condemned melts is; 
of what the result of bis examination of the 
various department accounts resulted in, and 
finally got the Commission, attorneys and 
spectators so annealed, amalgamated and 
mixed in an inextricable maze of confusing 
figures as was pitiful to observe. During the 
first two hours Mr. Blanchard occasionally 
Btopped the witness in his wild, mad course 
over a billowy sea of words, and made a des­ 
perate attempt to get some dim idea of the 
subject matter being testified to, but, after 
that, gave it up, and stared with fixed fascin- 
aticn at Mr. Burchard’s smiling lips, whence 
flowed an uninterrupted torrent of Mint 
statistics. After a long time Mr. Burchard 
was turned over to Messrs. Blanchard, Page, 
C’icott and a Secretary, for cross examina­ 
tion. The four gentlemen arked, in as many 
different ways as possible, how witness conld 
inform himself what particular bullion went 
into the ingots returned from the coiner’s de­ 
partment as unfit for coin ? This involved 
a review of the Mint books for the past two 
years, and was not completed when 2 o’clock, 
the hour for adjournment, arrived. In the 
course uf his direct examination, Mr. Bur­ 
chard testified that the amount of silver re­ 
turned by tbe coiuer as brittle metal in 1879 
80, and condemned at the roll», v.as 83,G2ti.02 
—of this amount 41 per cent, contained a 
portion of Northern Belle. 18 per cent, clip­ 
pings and fine silver, and 11 per cent, other 
bullion than Northern Belle.

We can go away from our homes and live 
in a strange land, bnt we cannot wear 
open-backed shirts and lead in prayer. 
Warriors, we will ge to the land our white 
father has given us. We will take our 
squaws and our yellow dogs, our wigwams 
and our fleas. We will go to our new 
home beyond the river now, and when the 
autumn comes we will take a bridal tonr 
back to this country. We will construct 
a holocaust, whatever that is, and spatter 
the intellectual faculties of the ranches all 
over the country. This is all. I am done. 
I have made my remarks. I have twit­ 
tered my tw it.’’—[Laramie City Boom­ 
erang.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 
A well-known character by the name of 
“ Laughing Jack” was stabbed to death 
at Princeton, Colusa county, on Thursday 
night by a man named Allen. Allen was 
sleeping in a house, when he heard a woman 
scream “ Don’t do that.” Allen awoke, 
and saw a man rushing upon him with a 
knife, and iu the effort to knock off the 
blow he received a stub in the arm. Allen 
then drew a knife and stabbed Jack in the 
side twice, from which he died. Allen 
went to Colusa aud ¿rave bin.self np to the 
Sheriff. 
An Indian skeleton has just been found 
at Rutherford by workmen excavating for 
the foundation of Mr. Niesbaum’s barn. 
It appears to be that of a female, and had 
around it an immense quantity of beads, as 
though the woman of that remote period 
had been not less solicitous of comely ap­ 
pearance than her sister of to-day. It was 
fifteen feet below the present surface of the 
ground, indicating that a land slide {it is 
at the base of the foothills) had at some 
period covered it far below its original 
depth.—[St. Helena Star. 
Tho grape outlook in Sonoma valley was 
never more promising than at present, and 
no doubt the exceptionally large crop of 
last year will be largely exceeded this sea­ 
son. The phylloxera scare is over, our 
grape-growers having learned how to con­ 
tend, successfully, with tho pest. The 
grape knot, fungus formation, which has 
appeared in the Russian River valley and 
has done mnch damage, is comparatively 
unknown in this vicinity. Altogether, our 
vineyardists are well satisfied with their 
prospects ; and well they may be, with big 
crons and grapes selling at $40.—[Sonoma 
Index.

Review treats the proposition to abandon 
frontier military posts and concentrate the 
troops at Reno : Powning thinks it would 
be a good scheme to abolish the posts at 
Bidwell, McDermit and Halleck, and es­ 
tablish a good big ono at Reno. This 
shonld he done by all means. Reno is sur­ 
rounded by hostile Indians who are liable 
to raid the new insane asylum at almost 
any time. The tar-bucket brigade cannot 
always be expected to afford the protection 
to the State institutions which should he 
given by the National Government. Lot 
the change be made immediately. 
Alfalfa, says the Anaheim Gazette, a 
grass notoriously’ prolific wherever it can 
be grown, seems to attain its greatest per­ 
fection in the moist lands of this county. 
There is in Anaheim a luxuriant tract of 
alfalfa from which nine crops were cut last 
year, and it is considered a very poor tract 
which will not yield five cuttings every 
year. A most noted instance cf its value 
is shown in the following statem ent: J. (V. 
Bixby has on his ranch in Yorba precinct 
a tract of 40 acres fenced, 28 acres of which 
is in alfalfa and 12 acres in brush land, on 
which there is very little feed. For tho 
past two months and a half there have been 
in this inclosure 54 horses, 53 cattle and 12 
backs—a total of 119 animals. They are 
in the very best condition, and the pastnr. 
age is yet plentiful and apparently suffi­ 
cient to carry the stock for an indefinito 
length of time. The owner will, the com­ 
ing winter, increase the alfalfa tract to 100 
acres.

THE SKIRMISHERS AT CHI3AG3. 
A semi-mysterious conclave has been in 
session at Chicago for several days, and 
has at last adjourned, apparently without 
accomplishing anything. From time to 
time sounds of yvarfaro issued from the 
hall in which the mysterious Con­ 
vention was being held, and it might 
almost have been thought that a tragedy 
was being enacted there resembling that 
which Kriemhill brought about to avenge 
the murder of her beloved Siegfried in the 
famous Nibclungen Lied. It was whispered 
about that this dark and mysterious assem­ 
blage was really a meeting of a secret order 
called the Clan Na Gael, organizad, if 
rnmor docs not err, for the purpose of 
waging war upon the Saxons : and that 
the causes of difference arose out of the 
vain efforts of the Convention to find 
out what had become of a certain fund 
known as the Skirmishing Fund. It is 
further reported that all attempts in this 
direction were futile ; that the Skirmishing 
Fund was not represented by any 
report whatever ; and that in fact it 
appears 
to 
have 
been 
skirmished 
away so completely that no traces of its 
employment can be discovered. The as­ 
certainment of this fact is said to have re­ 
sulted in the abrupt dispersal of the Con­ 
vention, which had originally met in order 
to determino whether infernal machines 
should be employed in the subsequent pro­ 
ceedings against “ perfidious Albion/’ or 
whether the war should be confined to the 
machinery of the Land League and the 
sulphurous fulminations of tho Irish 
World. The debates on this question 
appear to have been exceedingly stormy 
and exciting, but the outcome is not stated 
with any definiteness. All that seems 
clear is that the Convention has adjourned 
fine die in anything but a pleasant frame 
of mind, and that no particular progress in 
any direction has been made. Neverthe­ 
less it is probable that a great deal of sur­ 
plus steam was worked off during its 
sessions, and that the patriots who were 
present have returned to their several homes 
feeling relieved, even if they have not 
succeeded in doing anything *• epochal/’ 


THE SEETHING DEMOCRACY. 
The San Francisco Demócrata have i act 
been struck as with lightning by a per­ 
emptory mandate from the State Central 
Committee, directing them to adjourn all 
their multifarious nominating Conven­ 
tions forthwith. There is a strong dispo­ 
sition in several quarters to resist this in- 
terfere-nce, but inasmuch as tbe recent 
Conventions bad already become involved 
in a Kilkenny cat fight, and as it was 
clearly impossible that they could do any­ 
thing bat destroy one another, the pre­ 
sumption L» that on sober second tbonght 
they will accede to the will of the State 
Central Committee. As it is they have 
given the people.cf San Francisco such a 
full view of their ¿-.’positions and capaci­ 
ties that the exhibition ought to be a 
guarantee against the ecccess of any Dem- 
ocratia ticket iq th»t city for the next five 
year?. 


Among the legacies of Puritanism was 
the dismal creed that amusement is 
sinful. That doctrine has had a powerful 
influence upon the English-speaking peo­ 
ples. 
It has impressed upon them that 
funereal soberness of character which has 
always so amazed and amused the Latin 
races. It has caused them to exclude all 
thought of popular recreation from their 
theories of social existence. And though 
of late the doctrine has been somewhat 
discredited, its effects yet remain, and are 
seen in the difficulty which attends every* 
effort to introduce more cheerful and 
happy modes of life. We have an abund­ 
ant supply of serious-minded people who 
desire to do good in their generation, but 
all their ideas look toward solemn and 
grave methods, and most of them would 
think it little short of scandalous to pro­ 
pose any scheme of popular recreation as 
part and parcel of a system of social re­ 
form. Vet it is very certain that man­ 
kind requires recreation as much as food 
or clothing, and it is open to demonstra­ 
tion that the absence of congenial amuse­ 
ments does as much as any thing to pro­ 
duce crime and dissipation. 
The old 
Ilomans and Greeks understood human 
nature much better than the American 
and English of the present era in this re­ 
spect. 
They provided ample means of 
popular amusement. The state in Rcme 
built splendid theaters, at which the pub­ 
lic attended gratuitously, and the most 
lavish expenditure was resorted to for 
the purpose cf furnishing entertainment 
to the masses. Public baths and public 
theaters were universal pagan institutions, 
and Christendom with all its boasting has 
thus far failed to txhibii as high a stand­ 
ard of civilization as was shown in the 
theory of life which gave these benefits 
to the old world. 
At the present time enormous sums are 
annually expended iu the repression and 
punishment of crime. Everywhere great 
prisons arc filled with criminals, and 
everywhere, despite of the adoption of 
new theories, the production of new 
criminals still proceeds. Our philanthro­ 
pists as a rule appear to think that book 
education is tho one thing needful, and 
they give their wealth to the endowment 
of colleges and schools. But they see no 
significance in the dreadful tenement- 
house phase of our civilization. They do 
not think cf the effect of that sordid, 
brutal, pain-filled life upon hundreds of 
thousands of children. They do not see 
that the idleness which so easily* passes 
into mischief, and thence into crime, is often 
the product of that dull, unamused life 
which our great cities offer to their poor. 
They fail to realize that scores of thousands 
might be rescued from crime and made 
good citizens if only some light and 
pleasure were admitted into the dreary 
round of their social existence. We have 
prisons in plenty, and we have hospitals 
in plenty. There are commodious estab­ 
lishments where the poor who have at 
last broken down under the strain may 
be nursed back to health. But all our 
public and private benevolence seems too 
much directed toward the cure of evils 
which might be much more easily pre­ 
vented. 
A little freshair ; an occasional glimpse of 
green fields andrunuing water and fliwers 
and trees ; an opportunity to expend the 
surplus energies of the growing system 
iu wholesome and innocent sports; a few 
days in the year devoted to pleasure, and 
the memories of which would Eervc to 
illuminate all the days of to il; these are 
the medicaments required to disinfect our 
city slums, to diminish the criminal rolls, 
to thin out the population of the hospitals, 
to put red blood into the vein3 of the chil­ 
dren of the poor, and so to nourish their 
brains and purify their minds. How can 
thinking men look for a high moral stand­ 
ard among people who live in dirt and 
darkness and squalor and wretchedness ; 
who do not know what pleasure is ; who 
know no relaxation but that of drink and 
debauchery ; who if they aro honest have 
nothing to look forward to but a life of 
unrelieved, sordid penury; who are urged 
to do better by people who belong as it 
were to another world, and who are ignor­ 
ant of all their trials and temptations and 
sufferings ? Society is blind to its nearest 
interests when it fails to perceive that the 
way to lift up these fallen cues is to put 
some hope and brightness into their lives. 
What they need is something to convince 
them that the world into which they have 
been bom is not a huge slave-pcn, but that 
it contains possibilities of enjoyment even 
for them. 
Philanthropy and political economy 
have for a long time made the mistake of 
beginning their ministrations in the wrong 
place. Governments undertake to deal 
only with already matured effects. They 
suffer crime to be hatched out as if by a 
great machine specially devised for that 
work, and then they try to deal with this 
crime, all the time ignoring the sources of 
it, and pretending that they have no con­ 
cern with them. There is no economy iu 
this neglect, and no wisdom. On tho con­ 
trary, crime costs U3 tenfold what it 
would if society had the acuteniss to per­ 
ceive that the best way to prevent it is to 
deal with tho conditions which tend to 
foster it. Wo have in fact created an un­ 
natural brand cf human beings in cur 
great cities. They are like the blind 
fish in the Mammoth Cave of Kentucky. 
They are horn without the conscious­ 
ness of anything pleasurable in life, 
and they are bred into a conviction 
that the world is wholly grim and 
dismal. And we treat ouiselves generally 
with the same indifference to the needs of 
the intellect. Amusement is even now re­ 
garded generally as a mere obstruction to 
business, and those who are sensible 
enongh to like it are suspected of being 
frivolous and unbusinesslike. The plain 
truth is that the world of to-day needs 
more rccication of all kinds, and above all 
needs public amusements on a liberal scale. 
Gymnasiums, baths, theaters, all should 
be supplied by the State for the benefit of 
the people, and if this were done it would 
soon be found that the elevation of the 
moral standard in the entire community 
had more than made up for the increased 
expenditure.

IS EE GOING TO CANOS3A, AFTER ALL? 
Some years have passed sinca Prince 
Bismarck, at the beginning of his contest 
with tho Vatican, made the significant re­ 
mark : “ We do not go to Canossa.” But 
many changes have occurred since then, 
and among them aouie which are in­ 
dicated by such dispatches as the following, 
from Berlin yesterday: “ Concerning the 
“ appointment of Dr. Kerw in to the vacant 
“ Bishopric in lihcnish Prussia, the Gov- 
“ eminent allowed the Catholic clergy to 
“ exercise their old influence cpon the pub- 
“ lie schools in regard to their admiuistra- 
“ tion. Different dioceses have been again 
" instituted, the payment of clerpymen’u 
“ salaries reviewed, and the rights of orders 
“ for nursing the sick enlarged.” It is 
ad led, curiously enough: 
“ Tho Gov- 


“ ernment took these measures in the in- 
“ terest of the State, but has made no 
“ sacrificesyet it is furtherstated that “ it 
“ is feared that other and greater concessions 
“ will be made to the Vatican.” la short, 
the indications are that notwithstanding 
hi3 previous vaunt, Prince Bismarck is en 
route to Canossa. He has met the enemy, 
and he is theirs. His fight with the Vat­ 
ican has ended in his practically uncondi­ 
tional surrender, and he is now* retracing 
his steps as rapidly as possible. The pre­ 
sumption is that he found the foe more 
formidable than he had anticipated, or that 
he has been iu a measure forced, by the 
aggressions of the Socialists, to place him­ 
self on good terms with an organization 
which has quite as much iuterest as he in 
maintaining the existing order of things. 
He has discovered that the times are not 
propitious for a protracted struggle with 
Rome, and he has accordingly signed a 
truce, and undertaken to restore the status 
quo ante helium. 
SiTiING EULL. 
Sitting Bull has graciously allowed him­ 
self to be supplied with comfortable quar­ 
ters and plenty of provisions, and having 
settled himself for the time has already 
begun to cast an anchor to windward by 
accumulating arms and ammunition. The 
belief of the Indian Agents, who are a 
peculiarly trusting folk, that he has alto­ 
gether abandoned all idea of going upon 
the warpath again, has been somewhat 
staggered by the discovery of this little 
strategy, but no doubt Sitting Bull will 
dissipate all such suspicions by wiping his 
eyes with the splendid silk handkerchief 
recently presented to him by an admiring 
American lady. He is an innosent and 
peaceful old gentleman when his people 
are out of provisions and his ponies 
are in poor condition. 
He is even 
willing 
at 
such 
times 
to 
lay 
down 
his 
arms and 
go 
through 
the farce of a virtual surrender, though it 
may be noted as somewhat significant that 
he has refused to say in so many words 
that be has surrendered. W hat he does 
say is merely that he has “ come in 
and 
this evasion may perhaps be thought to iu- 
dicatc a future intention of going out. The 
military men, with their usual skepticism, 
do not repose faith in Sitting Bull. They 
think that he will break away when he 
gets ready, and that he is as njisehievous 
and treacherous as ever. Time will show* 
which is right, but in the meanwhile it 
would be mere prudence to see to it that 
his squawB are not permitted to pack guns 
and ammunition into his camp, if only to 
keep temptation out of his reach. 
THE LORDS AND THE* LAND BILL. 
The Lords have not been able to refrain 
from mutilating tbe land bill, but it is 
evident that the Common» are resolute not 
to accept any important amendments, and 
that they will refuse to acquiesce iu the 
majority of the changes proposed. The 
opposition in the Lords has been led by the 
Marquis of Salisbury, but with very little 
judgment, since it lias been evident from 
the first that all opposition of the kind 
must be futile. Mr. Gladstone has a ma­ 
jority of one hundred upon whom he can 
rely implicitly, and the resistance of the 
upper house will only strengthen the de­ 
termination of the Commons to pass the 
bill as it left their hands. If the view 
taken by Lord Salisbury is correct, indeed, 
the very wisest policy for the Conservative 
party must be to let the bill become a law 
as speedily as possible. For if it is so very 
bad a measure, its practical operation can­ 
not but damage the Gsvernment. 


MINING MENTION. 
Reports ara afloat at Ilornitos that rich 
pockets of gold have been struck in the di­ 
rection of Cotton creek. 
It is reported that the purchase of the 
Lizzie L. bcries of mines by the Kit Carson 
Company is about to occur at Eureka, Nev. 
Some hydraulic mining on a small scale 
is beiDg done in the sag northeast of the 
Lent shaft, Badie. The water comes from 
the Red Cloud. 
The Sterling Mining Company is about 
purchasing more ground in the vicinity of 
SterliDgville. They will soon own neirly 
all the diggings in that section.—[Orego­ 
nian. 
The outlook for Plumas, says the N a­ 
tional, is 50 per cent, better at the present 
time than ever before. The mines never 
looked half as well and new onej are being 
discovered every day. 
A fine vein of silver ore has been dis­ 
covered in the Beveridge district, Inyo 
county*. Tw’O assays of the ore, made by 
Mr. Woodhull, show respectively .*357 Ox 
and 8491 82 per ton in silver. 
The Colton paper says the Pinacate min­ 
ing district, in the northern part of .San 
Diego county, continues to hold its own. 
New discoveries are continually being 
made, and considerable work being done 
on the main shafts. 
Colonel Ned Byrne, formerly of San 
Francisco, is working a nickel mine near 
Columbus, Esmeralda county, Nev., for 
New York parties. The mine is opening 
with exceedingly good prosptcts, and will 
likely be sold in Europe. 
Mr. and Mrs. Waterman arrived in 
town Tuesday evening, leaving their min­ 
ing claim at Raccoon Bar Sunday. They 
report ever)th in g quiet in that section, no 
work, except in a geueial wav, beiDg done 
at this season of the i ear. — [Ferndaie En­ 
terprise. 
A c. rrespiondent from Tucson District, 
Aiizona, says : There is a heavy mineral 
belt in these mountaius (the Patagonia 
range) entirely undeveloped as yet. The 
men who get ore can do nothing with it. 
There is plenty of timber and water, and 
the district is quite a large one. 
We are informed that there are from 25 
to 30 men at work in Desert District, 
about six miles from the Desert Crystal 
Salt Works at White l'iairis. The Churchill 
mill and mining company are running 
their six-stamp mill steadily on ores from 
several mines which they own in the dis­ 
trict, aud the yield is said to bo satis­ 
factory.—[Winnemucea Silver State. 
The furnace of the iron mines near Clip­ 
per Gap, Cal., is turning out about thirty 
tons of pig iron per day. It is reported 
that the iron company has ordered from 
the East all the necessary machinery for a 
rolling mill, which will be erected near the 
furnace. It is the intention to manufac­ 
ture railroad iron, gas pipe and such other 
j iron wares as will command a profit on this 
coast. 
Prank Sonchet says fee has abcnt 5,000 
tons of oro opened up at his Bunker Hul 
mine near North Bloomfield. 
I he last 
crushing paid 83 a ton, which is a little 
less than can reasonably be expected after 
the footwall is reached. The cost of ex­ 
tracting from the opeu cut and milling 
aggregates 81 50 per ton, leaving a nice 
margin fur working as long as the ore con­ 
tinues as abundant as it is now. 
The Mariposa fJaz'/U says : In a shaft 
recently sunk about twenty feet deep, near 
the old works where the Diltz mine Was 
opened when it was first discovered, a rich 
body of ore has been struck, and free gold 
can be seen jetting out all through without 
the aid of a glass. We had the pleasure 
of seeing about twenty pounds of this 
rock, taken from tho bottom of the shaft, 
and it appears as we have stated. 
Tho Washington mine ha9 been closed 
down for a short time, bccanse a sufficient 
quantity of water with which to run the 
machinery could not be obtained. Work, 
however, w ill be resumed, we understand, 
in about two weeks.

A nolbcr Fatal R esult o f K in d lin g u Fire 
w ith Coal «11. 
VlSALIA. August lltb.— About 4:30 p. m. 
yesterday Miss Maggie Blain, a beautiful and 
lovable youiig lady of 111 yean, attempted to 
start a fire in a stove with coal oil, when the 
can exploded and she was immediately en­ 
veloped in flimes. No one was at home. She 
ran out, screaming with pain and terror. G. 
Krader, a neighbor, saw her and shouted for 
her to fie down in the grass. She obeyed, 
and a lady bn u^ht a quilt and threw over 
her, emothering the flames. The girl was 
taken into the home, her clothes falling off 
and tlrsh peeling iu strips. She was terribly 
burned above the knees and below the face, 
and suffered horribly. She begged that her 
father, William Blain, now in San Francisco, 
be not told, as ho had often warned her 
against coal oil. She bore the paiu bravely. 
A*. 4 o’clock this morning she became coma­ 
tose, and remained thus until 10:30, when she 
was parti illy aroused. At 11:30 she died. A 
profound glcom is cast over the community. 
Neither of her parents was at home.

About 6 o’clock this evening, while a little 
girl named Colun was trying to fight a fire 
with the aid of kerosene the fluid ignited. 
She threw the can from her, which struck 
her mother, sitting near, and set her clothes 
on tire, burning her so badly that her life is 
despaired of.

The In d ian Trouble. 
S a n ta F e, August 11th.—Nam and his 
band of Indians aro moving southwest, evi­ 
dently endeavoring to slip through the scouts 
into Mexico. He has «en closely pressed 
by Guilfoyle, who on the 4th instant found 
three dead bi rders near the Ojo de Liteirra, 
and who struck the band r.n the eve of tbe 
same day. After seme fighting, in which 
two men were wounded, the troops captured 
eleven horses. The Indians left at night. 
Yesterday Nam attacked Garcia’s ranches, 
twenty miles frcm El Rita, on the Atlantic 
and Pacific Railroad, killing five men and 
two boys. They then moved on south­ 
west, evideutly for the Rito Quemada, 
where the volunteer company under 
Delegate Tranquillo Luno is scouting. 
Three companies of infantry have been to­ 
day statioued along the line of the Atlantic 
aud Pacific Railroad to guard the same. Be­ 
sides Guilfoyle’s detachment, there are two 
other cavalry scouts south of Nam, looking 
for him, and it is hoped his retreat will be cut 
off. Nuin has been joined by at least thirty 
Navajos, aud travels fast, driving nearly 100 
horses and shooting the jaded animals. Some 
Mescsleros are out on the -Tornado Del 
Muerto, and yesterday attacked some section 
hands near Rincon, 
General Hatch dis­ 
patched I/eutenarit Taylor with forty scouts 
after them, and the report this evening states 
that the scouts have struck a hot trail. Captain 
Cooney, who, with two companies of troops, 
is guarding the Me-calero Apache reservation, 
reports that Chief Ramon Chiquta, with 
thirty warriors, is returning to the reserva­ 
tion.

More o f tbe Sam e. 
Las V egas, August 11th.—News of the 
murder of seven persons at El Rita was re­ 
ceived at Albuquerque late last night. A 
sp-cial train containing 10 well-armed men 
left Albuquerque yesterday for the scene of 
the depreciation- ; also another train of be­ 
tween 50 and 100 armed men left there at 4 
o’clock this morning for the same place. 
Telegrams ordering arms are coming into Al­ 
buquerque from all quarters. 
Ther following was received to-day : 
El, Rita (N. M ), August H th—2 p. m —A Pueblo 
Indian arm ed at midnight, and bays the Indians 
mas-acred his wife and two children. He spirted 
on a pony with a companion 011 a burro. The man 
on the burro is supposed to have been killed, as he 
has not been heaid fr m. Mexicans and Pueblo 
Indians have teen scouting the country ali night. 
Scouts arrived early this morning, ami report a 
hand encamped at Salt Spring, fifteen miles from 
here. A company which came from Albuquerque 
were unable to do anything 011 account of 
not having any torses. A squad of troops carne 
frtm Fort Wingate tins morning, and a few started 
out 011 a scout, fi is thought Tranquillo Luno, who 
lift Las Lunas with a company of men a day or two 
ago, is driving the Indians this way. The Apaches 
are now reported in full f.>rco about fifteen miles 
south of Acoma station. Several ranei.es have been 
destroyed and a number of men are killed and miss­ 
ing. An Acoma Indian, who was ciptured by the 
Apaches and escaped, says they will move in two 
parties ; that one would strike the railroad near 
MeUaity's and the other east of Ltguua. Sixty 
Laguna ecou'.a are out, forty of whom arc mounted.

M all Service InvcsUcntecJ. 
I’oetland, August 11th,—A. G. Sharp, of 
the United States Postal Service, has Leen 
visiting various portions of this State, in­ 
specting the mail routes, and making euch 
recommendations to the Government as he 
deemed exptdient. Hit principal object was 
to in vestigate the alleged star- route frauds. He 
.-pent some time in these iuvcstigatious. So 
far as could postibly be ascertained, the 
postal agents have discovered no nuw develop­ 
ments of fraud or irregularities in any of the 
routes, other than his been reported by the 
published dispatches. The postal service over

Lux aro having over 00,000 
sheep sheared on their ranch in Merced 
county. The wool will bo graded and 
baled there, and then shipped direct to 
Boston. 
Last week a Mr. Fagan, of Gridley, 
while hunting at Humbug valley, aud 
while firing at a grouse, shot a boy who 
came withiu range. About thirty No. 4 
a'aot went into the boy’s face and body. 
A new town has been established above 
Lovelock’s, in Butte couuty, and is named 
Junction. It is at the junction of the Oro- 
ville and Kimshew roads, and Í3 repre­ 
sented as a perfect paradise for campers 
and hunters. 
Riley Jacobs killed a very large black 
bear on his place on the Cowlitz recently. 
Old bruin had been a terror in the neigh­ 
borhood for a long time, having killed no 
less than 22 hogs, old and young, before 
beiug caught. 
D. C. Sheehan, Gold Hill’s policeman, 
reports having discovered a new comet, one 
that tho scientific professors have not as 
yet dreamt of. At 3:45 o’clock Monday 
morning, while standing on the Divide, he 
saw the comet which has been heralded so 
long as soon to be visible in this section 
to the naked eye directly overhead. 
Turning hia ey*e to the northeast he dis­ 
tinctly saw another comet in that direc­ 
tion, a little northeast of the star called 
Capella. To have witness tothe-fact, he 
called the attention of Ed. Crowe, watch­ 
man at one of the Divide foundries, to 
both comets, which were to be distinctly 
seen with the naked eye. 
The Pisano family, a small colony* of

E x e c u tiv e M a n s io n , W a s h in g to n , A u­ 
gust 11th—4:30 P. M.—The improvement in 
the President’s condition, which _ became ap­ 
parent yesterday, continues without inter­ 
ruption. 
A ll the pus secreted by the wound 
is now discharged spontaneously every day. 
The fact th at the quantity is not so large as 
heretofore does not indicate th at any is re­ 
tained, but is rather an evidence that the 
suppurating surface is decreasing in e x te n t; 
or, in other words, th at the processes of 
granulation and healing is going on favor­ 
ably in the deeper partB of the wound. _ The 
surgeons express the opinion th at this is the 
best day the President has had since the 
middle of last week, or since the beginning 
of the febrile disturbance which led to the 
operation Monday. 
The patient had between 
10 and 11 o’clock this morning a breakfast 
consisting of boiled chicken, a piece of toast 
saturated with beef juice and a cup of Lea. 
In addition to this he ha3 taken at intervals 
during the day milk and meat extra, and 
other nourishment enough to make up an 
aggregate of about twenty-five ounces of salid 
and liquid food.

T he air is strongly im pregnated 
w ith sulphur, an d a t first the sensation 
experienced is n o t very agreeable, b u t soon 
th is w ears of? aud is not again noticed u n ­ 
til th e entrance of th e cave ia reached and 
tn e fresh m ountain air is snuffed. 
I fol­ 
lowed th e cave a distance of 400 feet, u n ­ 
der great difficulties, being com pelled to 
craw l through th e 
sm allest 
apertures, 
w hich held a m an fast did he attem p t to 
indate his lungs. 
Ouce or tw ice I felt th at 
I w ould need 
assistance 
to 
pull 
me 
through, b u t by squeezing and pushing 
success finally crow ned m y efforts. 
As 
far as 1 w ent th e top and sides were 
entirely composed of sulphur, w hile the 
floor was a vein of alum w ater, and 
now and then a little sulphur m ixed in 
w ith it.

to pass m y opinion upon it I should say 
no, as it was th e only living anim al th a t 
was ever seen in Sulphur and A lum cave. 
On m y re tu rn I was greatly exhausted, 
and suddenly m y nose commenced to bleed 
freely and continued to for some ten m in­ 
utes. 
A ll m y efforts to check it proved 
fruitless, and so I let it have its own course. 
From a gentlem an who resided near the 
cave I learned th a t, owing to th e high 
altitude, to u rists are generally served in 
th a t m anner, and especially so w hen com­ 
ing out of th e cave.

anti-Sem itic fanaticism .

and I asked her for th e 10 cents before she 
p u t her head in th e rope.

she d idn’t p u t her head in. 
She hollored 
and fell dowD, and then you men came 
runniog and 1 got out of th e w ay.”

cannot help w ondering how th e friends of 
th e 'little fellow, and indeed he himself, 
after he had grow n older, would have felt 
had th e woman succeeded in her design ; 
and also tho probable effect of th e affair 
upon the child’s inoral sensibilities.
